who stood at the front when heroes 
weie needed ; to (lie man who never 
lost a baffle, who never asked an 
order, who never shirked a duly, who 
never wavered nor Weakened, and 

extended to the erring the band of 
fellowship -enthusiastic praise, grate 

fill remembrance anil a mournful 

sympathy, of nil those who oame 

out of the war crowned with laurels 
and the object, of love and admira- 
tion, (J rant, is the one who will live 
the longest and brightest in history. 

His name is embalmed ; bis deeds an 
affectionately treasured ; the rising 

generation and the generation to come, 

and those who teach them, will never 
fail to revere the memory of the groat 
American soldier. 

At the present time probably more 
than at any previous tune since the 

war, old soldiers and army officers are 
reviving their experiences with (Jen. 

Grant during the days of the great 

strife, and if is seldom that two or 
more of them meet together that they 
have not not, something to say about 
him. 

Major James E. McFarlan relates

Oapt. I). W. 0. Lewis, of West 
Chester, tells the following little an- 
ecdote of Gen. Grant as showing his 

capability for organisation and ac 

oomplislung things. Iii 1868 the 

graves of the soldiers at A i liugton 

were to be decorated and Gen. Grant, 

then General of the Army, was pre- 
sent with his stall by invitation. It 

was tho first time that the ceremony 
of decorating graves had been tried 
and there was no plan as to how il 
should be done. All sorbs of plans 
were suggested, but none seemed to 

strike the party, until Gen. Grant, 

who iiad been sifting silent ly listen- 
ing, remarked, " Let each man lake 
two baskets of llowers, and accom- 
panied by two holies, the work will 

soon be dime." The General picked 

Up his buket and started with I wo 
ladies, the crowd accepting the idea 
and following him. In a short time 
tho graves were all decnraled. ('apt. 
Lewis started with his two baskets. 
tho ladies with him being Miss 
Chandler, daughter of Senator 
Chandler, and Miss Matthews, half 

sister of Schuyler Colfax, and he re- 
marked, referring to (Jen. Grant, 

"There goes the next President." 

" Well," said Miss Matthews, " if 
that is so. i hope my brother will be, 
the next Vice-President." The Ke 
publican Convention of thai 
nominated Gen. Grant. 

In the early days of the Paris Ex- 
position Grant was at the French oapi 

till. A bright thought struck some 
genius : Grant should be brought for- 
ward to givo eclat to the American 
exhibit on opening day. Courtesy led 
the soldier I'residenf' to accede li> the 
importunities of his countrymen, and 
he faced a crowd of thousands to carry 
out, the arranged program of turning 
on steam to Start American machine 
ry, and then he followed uncomplain- 
ingly thocommittoo hither and thither 
for their own parade and glorifioation 
above all other things apparently. He 
did not say he was bored, but he 
was, and he heard with astonishment, 
not to say distress, a suggestion from 

one of his offloious pilots thatil would

It was at this time thai 
some poor nobles, probably suffering 
themselves from oppression of more 
powerful lords, but at the same time 
touched with sincere compassion for 
the wretchedness they saw around 
them, first leagued together with the 
holy purpose of redressing wrongs and 
defending the weak. This was Ihe 
true spirit Of tariff chivalry. Public 
opinion was favorable to it. and thus 
giadnally chivalry become no longer a 
simple engagement between a f. . 
nerous and valiant men, but took the 
form of a great and powerful institu- 
tion. Concluding, he said : — 

" Both the age of barbarism, and 
the age of chivalry have come and 
gone. The ago of humanity has come, 
and, with Christianity, it reigns su 
preme now. Old doctrines and old ha- 
bits have been swept away by the in- 
flux of new ideas and fashions. Chris 
tian ideas and virtues now prevail. 
The spirit of war is confined only to 
the romotest recesses of the world. 
Love and peace wield the sceptre, and 
finally, but not least, the rights of men 
and women as equals are universally, 
recognized, and the liberty which they 
enjoy, whether civil or religious, is 
confined to no particular class of 
ty."
